trine that the | 
G.O.P. has sworn 
by ever since it was born! It was 
enough to make any Hamiltonian 
(or Jeffersonian) doubt the evidence 
of his own ears and eyes, Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull, the boss 
apostle of international trade re- 
ciprocity, could not have pointed 
more capably to the economic evils 
of commercial barriers between 
countries than Colonel Knox did in 
that speech before an audience of 
farmers at Pierre (S. D.). The fact | 
is, the colonel might almost run for 
office as an old-time Democrat, since 
he feels about the tariff as he says 
he does. He also referred favorably 
to tax reduction.
